Senate Takes Action. 

In rapid fir® order just before the 
,gavel descended in the upper house 
for sine die adjournment promptly at 
6:30 o’clock, the senate voted final 
action against adoption of the Lank- 
ford income tax measure with the 
house amendments; receded in all 
pending objections to the general tax 
act, and voted down a resolution siip- 
ulating that it recede on all of its 
amendments to the repeal of the tax 
equalization law. All of these meas- 
ures were brought to their final stage 
within an hour before the curtain fell 
on the extraordinary session. 

Defeating 24 to 18 the resolution 
by Senator Adams, of the forty-sev- 
enth, which provided that the upper 
house recede on all of its amendments 
on the Lankford bill, all hope of ef- 
fecting a compromise on this bill was 
killed and the main question which 
the assemBly was called to consider 
by the governor failed of passage. 

Prior to the yote on the Adams 
resolution. a number of heated 
speeches from proponents and oppo 
nents of the resolution enlivened the 
upper house. Senator T. S. Mason, 
of thirtieth, flayed the members of 
the genate who refused to recede from 
shal positions. declaring that he was 
exceedingly thankful that a record 
vote would be taken in order that the 
people of the state might know wao 
toad “obstructed passage of the bill.”

gree murder in connection with the 
slaying of 77-year-old Howard Rothen- 
berg in Windham, on August 29, one 
of them against the boy’s mother, 
were returned this afternoon by the 
<rand jury which has conducted an 
extended investigation into the trage- 
dy, In addition to Mrs. Charles 
Rothenberg, of Newark, N. J., mother 
of Howard, those indicted are Mrs. 
Esther Litt, of Brooklyn, his aunt, 
ond Bultsell Branaugh, son of the 
proprietor of the boarding house in 
which the Rothenbergs and Mrs. Litt 
were spending their vacation at the 
time of the murder. 

The boy’s body was found behind an 
eld barn on the outskirts of Wind- 
ham, a little mountain village west of 
here. Stuffed in the mouth were ar- 
ticles of clothing, indicating strangu- 
lation as the cause of death, while 
beside the body lay the fishing rods 


with which Howard had left the Bra- 
naugh home a short time before. 
Mother Denies Her Shout. 

His mother, one of the first per- 
sons called to the scene, is said to 
have cried out as she saw the body: 
“I know who did it!” But under 
questioning during the recent inves- 
tigation she stoutly denied baving 
made such a statement. 

The suspicion Sointed to Anna So- 
bin, 16, nurse for the Rothenberg boy, 
and she was held at the home of Sher- 
iff Albert Pierce as a “guest” pend- 
ing presentation of her testimony be- 
fore the grand jury. 

Soon after the crime took place 
and investigation was started, state 
troopers, New York police and detect- 
tives, Newark police and private de- 
tectives were called in. Continual 
eonflicts between the district attorney 
and the sheriff were followed by the 
nervous breakdown of Mr. Coffin. The 
death of Coroner Claude D. Mulbury 
then effectually halted proceedings. 

Threaded With Tragedies. 

Further complications arose when 
the secoud investigation was begun 
several weeks ago. Most recent was 
the appeal of the Rothenbergs on 
Thursday to Governor Smith that the 
state take a hand in the case. The 
eharge was made that District Attor- 
ney Coffin had not conducted the case 
properly. Governor Smith declined 
to interfere, however, upon the report 
of Attorney General Sherman that 
the case was being “conducted in a 
reasonable manner and should not be 
interfered with.” 

Threaded through the case have also 
heen a series of family misfortunes 
for the Rothenbergs. While on his 
way to Windham to view the body of 
his son, Charles Rotherberg, driving 
an automobile, struck and killed a 
traffie policeman. He recently was 
reported to have lost his position with 
his brother’s firm in Newark and in- 
voluntary bankruptcy proceedings 
were started against him. 

Burtsell Branaugh was released to- 
night on $35,000 bond bail furnished 
by his father, Henry Branaugh, and 
an aunt. Mrs. Rothenberg and Mrs. 
Litt were placed in custody of their 
attorneys with the expectation bail 
bonds for a similar amount would be 
available tomorrow.

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Tnbasion of Ruhr, 
Says VanPaassen 


That the French and Belgian gov- 
ernments were not animated by de- 
sire of military or industrial con- 
quests in their occupation of the Rubr 
basin, but that they had seized Ger- 
map coal mines and blast furnaces as 
a provisional guarantee for reparation 
payments, was the contention of Pierre 
Van Paassen, of the editorial depart- 
ment of The Constitution, in an ad- 
dress delivered before the Civitan club 
at the Ansley hotel Friday afternoon. 

“After America came to the rescue 
of France and Britain at the most 
critical time in the history of the 
war, France was left alone to work 
out the provisions of the Versailles 
treaty and the pact of the league of 
nations, while the American people 
repudiated the statesman who had 
been largely instrumental in drawing 
up the peace treaty,” he said. 

“Not waiting for any hypothetical 
reparations, however, Belgium had 
gone to work and had achieved a not- 
able progress in reconstruction wors. 
The promises made by M. Clemen- 
ceau and M. Poincare were treated as 
grandiose, spectacular grandstand 
play by the people of Belgium, and 
they hdd repudiated advances of the 
extreme left wing of the labor party to 
start a revolution. 

“The peasants of Belgium 
France were responsible for the en- 
try in the Ruhr,” he declared. “They 
urged the government to get some- 
thing tangible after the numerous con- 
ferences and parleys had brought no 
result, The Germans repeated again 
and again that they were unable to 
start payment of the reparations debt, 
but they demonstrated at once to the 
whole world that they actually could 
pay by financing the passive resist- 
anee movement in the Ruhr, where 
they subsidized a population of not 
less than 11,000,000 to obstruct the 
French and Belgians in their occu- 
pation program.” 

With the ever-increasing German 
population and the growing idea of 
revenge, the speaker said that he saw 
nothing ahead in Europe but a new 
conflagration which, with the perfec- 
tion of instruments of destruction, 
would prove a greater catastrophe 
than the last war. 

“If the principles on which America 
entered the war still hold good the 
Guited States will not fail to come 

o the help of France again, when the 
hour of danger arrives,” he said.

Mexico City, December 14.—The 
night life of Mexico City is of the 
sordid variety. The wellbred Mexican 
rarely goes to public cafes. The 
many American jazz bands here are 
playing to rows of empty~ tables. 
After 10 o’clock the streets of Mexico 
City are as deserted as those of Lon- 
don. 

Mexico City forbids tourists to pic- 
ture her poverty. The police will 
stop the snap-shotting of beggars and 
ragged peons and nearly every photo 
mailed is opened by postal inspectors 
before it crosses the border. 


It is not all squalor here. There 
are vivid impressions of great beauty 
—stately domes, battered walls, «u- 
rious convents and monasteries, vol- 
canoes with eternal snows, pale faced 
Indians gliding by in canoes, oxcarts, 
Aztec pottery, flower markets and 
tiled fountains. Indeed there are mo- 
ments of a world in crises of loveli- 
ness. Mexico’s wonderful old civil- 
ization is unchanged by men and 
politics. At the Xochimilco floating 
gardens one may buy a basket of pan- 
sies for a few pennies. A canoe loed 
of gardenias was offered us for 15 
cents. 


The - traffic policemen dress in 
white uniforms and smoke Cigarettes 
on duty. They turn a sign reading 


“Alto,” to stop, and “Adelante,” to 
move. Our chauffeur violated a traf- 
fie ordinance in a congested dis- 
trict. The officer hopped on the run- 
ning board and directed us to move 
up a side street. He and the chauf- 
feur had an animated discussion. It 
wound up by the policeman shaking 
hands with him. Indeed they grew 
so affectionate I thought they were 
going to embrace. I think the driver 
slipped him a coin. 


Knowing my fondness for dogs, a 
friend sent aie street_ entertainer 
around to my hotel with his pack and 
they performed their tricks on the 
sidewalk while I looked on from a 
balcony window. The trainer was 
a ragged little urchin. All his dogs 
were in costume. They turned som- 
ersaults, walked on front and hind 
legs and yipped merrily at their 
work. Mexico City streets are filled 
with dogs that rove about unleashed 
and unmuzzled. 4

had abandoned their attempts. The 
plane, which has been towed into Rye, 
is believed by Mr. Jackson to be in 
a flyable condition. 

Mr. Jackson is at a loss to account 
for the disappearance of Sperry, as 
the plane evidently landed on the wa- 
ter neatly. It was in an_ upright 
position when first sighted, the lower 
plane and tail being awash. He be- 
lieves it would have been easy for 
Sperry to climb to the upper part 
of the plane or hold to the side, as 
the sea at the time was calm. 

A lifeboat reached the plane an 
hour and a half after the accident 
and made a search of the vicinity, but 
there was no trace of the aviator. 

Mr. Jackson is inclined to the belief 
that Sperry, after his plane landed in 
the water, tried to swim around to the 
tail, but became so numbed from the 
cold water that he was unable to 
climb up or, hold on. 


Church Council

Nations League 


Columbus, Ohio, December 14 
The executive committee of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches today urged 
that the United States either enter 
the league of nations or propose “some 
more effective substitute.” 

The recommendation was made in 
a “declaration of ideals and princi- 
ples’ adopted by the committee at 
its annual meeting after a day of dis- 
cussion of international affairs. Orig- 
inally the declaration had urged only 
that the United States become a mem- 
ber of the world court under the 
terms stated by the late President 
Harding and cooperate in an efficient 
international organization “to estab- 
lish world justice,” but the league of 
nations was given specific mention 1n 
an amendment submitted from the 
floor by Dr. William Adams Brown,

The letter of the democratic chair- 
man follows: 

To the Members of the State Democratic 
Executive Committee: 

As you are aware, during the coming year, 
th: national, state and loca lelections are 
to be held, Under the law the primary for 
the selection of the candidate for United 
States senator, governor and other state 
house officers cannot be held longer than 
sixty days prior to the general election, 
and this primary must necessarily be de- 
ferred, therefore, until approximately the 
middle of September. 

The democratic national convention will 
be held about Puly 1. This will necessitate 
n presidential primary prior to that time, 
and, as I see it, the committee will find 
itself very seriously embarrassed thereby, 
unless some arrangement can be made by 
which the primaries to nominate county of- 
ficers in the varions counties are heid on 
the same day which we may fix for the 
presidential primary. 

The expense of holding a primary in 
the 160 counties in the state will neces- 
sirily be very heavy, and the state com- 
mittee will have no funds to pay these 
expenses, If a primary should be called and 
the various county committees had no funds 
with which to pay the managers and clerks, 
and have to rely entirely on volunteers, 
my own opinion is that the polls would not 
he open at all in a majority of the militia 
districts in the state, and volunteer election 
officials would, in the very nature of things, 
be the partisan friends of some particular 
candidate. Under guch conditions a presi- 
dential primary would be exceedingly un- 
sotisfactory to everybedy, and would in no 


Wise be an expression of the general wishes | 


of the voters of the state. 

It is customary in a large majority of 
the counties of the state to hold primaries 
for the selection of nominees for county 
officeg in the spring cr early summer pre- 
eeding the election. It is my intention 
to call a meeting of the state committee 
some time in January, and my suggestion 
is that a definite date for the presidential 
primary be fixed at that meeting, and that 
the various county committees be requested 
to call their county primaries on the same 
date. In this way the county committees 
could arrange for the names of the presi- 
dential candidates to g@ on the same 
ticket, and not only would the expense be 
thus provided for, but a full vote conid 
reasonably be anticipated. If you consider

To questions as to whether he had

“Don’t you know that Fox and 
Hiram W. Evans, imperial wizard of 
the Ku Klux Klan, engaged in a fight 
over a woman ina St. Louis hotel?’ 
the solicitor asked, and the witness 
stated he had heard nothing of such 
an altercation, 

It was regarded as certain Friday 
' night by those who are closely follow- 
ing the case that this matter will be 
prought sharply to the front when the 
defense begins rebuttal testimony, and 
considerable interest is attached to 
further developments along the line. 

Dramatic Undercurrent. 

While the trial failed Friday to 
sustain its yeputation for senyational- 
ism established at the beginning of 
hearing of testimony on Thursday, a 
dramatic undercurrent of tense rival- 
ry beween the state and the defense 
was in evidence beneath: the surface 
of voluminous testimony heard by the 
court, 

Witness after witness, hour after 
| hour, the defense sought to show that 
Fox was mentally unbalanced; that 
he was morose, brooding, suspicious 
of his friends, given to “spells” and 
incensed at members of his family 
and his-business associates- without 
reason. : 

On the other hand, the state lost 
no possibility to prove its ease, and 
from many witnesses who had been 
associated with Fox in Texas newspa- 
per work it drew admission that de- 
spite what they termed Fox’s plainly- 
apparent insanity, his brilliant 
achievements in journalism carried 
him steady up the ladder of promo- 
tion and finally caused him to leave 
his lucrative position as naging edi- 
tor of The Dallas Times-Herald to ac- 
cept the directorship of klan publicity. 

The prosecution also made it ap- 
parent that i will sharply contend 
that, instead of being a quiet, peace- 
ful man of unquestioned sobriety, as 
witnesses described him, the klan of: 
ficial in reality led a life of vice and 
drunkenness. 

The state questioned witnesses con- 
cerning alleged arrest of Fox at an 
Atlanta hotel in company with a ques 
tionable woman, indirectly charging 
that when he was carried to police 
headquarters he boasted of his position 
in the klan and threatened to kill a 
policeman. It also sought to bring 
out testimony concerning an alleged 
visit by Fox to Verner’s lodge, during 
which he threatened to “shoot up the 
place’ with a_ wildly-flourishing .45 
nautomatie pistol, and fell down the 
steps in a drunken condition. The 
witnesses so questioned denied know!l- 
edge of these events.

End Not Expected Today.

In 
rebuttal to the insanity plea the state 
is expected to introduce numercus 
Witnesses with whom Fox has been 
in contact here in an effort to show 
that he was a man of thoroughly ca- 
pable mentality and that his business 
judzment has been looked on as sound. 

Then. even if the evidence was by 
a possibility concluded by noon Satur- 
day, it is not probable that opposing

afternoon and deliver their arguments 
to the jury, so strenuous has been the 
trial since it began Wednesday morn- 


ing. 
Mead Is Recalied. 

When eourt convened at 1:30 
o'clock Friday for the afternoon ses- 
sion, G. K. Mead, city editor of The 
Dallas Times-Herald, was recalled, 
and Solicitor Boykin carefully cross- 
examined him. 

Several specific occasions on which 
Fox appeared to be suffering from 
some mental trouble were recited by 
W. H. Duncan, a reporter on the staff 
of the same paper. One instance, he 
said, was when he was called on the 
telephone by Fox, who said he was 
at a hotel in Dallas, 

‘For God's sake save me—they are 
voing to kill me,’ he guoted Fox as 
saying

Call From Fox. 


Mr. Duncan told of another 
declared, “I’m in trouble. 
me.” KFox changed his mind and came 
for him in a car and they rode all 
night. 

While riding, he said, Fox expressed 
the fear that he was going crazy. 

Their ride brought them to t2e scene 
of a fire, Duncan said, and when he 
began “covering” it for the Times- 
Herald Fox tried to dictate to him how 
to gather his information. Later, he 
snid; Fox turned his attention to the 
firemen and denounced them with 
scathing profanity for their ineffi- 
ciency. The witness said that Fox 
kept asserting that the whole town 
would soon burn, when as a matter of 
fact the fire was in a basement and 
entirely under control. 

The reporter agreed with previous 
witnesses that Fox had been under 
the delusion that his colleagues on the 
staff were jealous of his position and 
were attemping to have him dis- 
charged. 

In answer to a question by Solicitor 
3oykin the witness said that he be- 
lieved Fox was insane and did not 
bave a motive for the slaying. 

“But what if Fot had known that 
Coburn had been informed that the 
defendant went to a disorderly house 
and pulled a nightgown off a woman 
there?” the solicitor asked. 

“Tf he did that I know he is crazy,” 
was the rejoinder. 

Deputy sheriffs had to queil a ripple 
of laughter. 

Had Been Nervous. 

D=nean said that since an illness 
in 1918 Fox had been highly nervous 
and irritable. Once, he said, Fox 
pulled the window shades in his house 
from the rollers, an incident described 
also by Glenn Pricer, another news- 
paper man, earlier in the day. 

In conclusion Duncan testified that 
he believed that when Fox left Dallas 
to come here he was insane. 

T. K. Irwin, member of the Texas 


‘legislature, who lives in Dallas, testi- 


fied that he has known Fox nine or 
ten years. He described a trip he had 
made with Fox to an insane asylum 
at Terrell. Texas, at the request of 
the defendant. 

“After we had inspected the insti- 
tution Fox seemed to be greatly dis- 
pleased. He complained that the 
wards- were too confining and that 
the inmates were ill-treated. I thought 
the place was very orderly and clean 
and as to the treatment of inmates, 
we saw nothing but kindness,” 

Enjoyed Good Reputation. 

Mr. Irwin said he had never heard 
of Fox being drunk, and said that he 
enjoyed a splendid reputation for 
being peaceable among those with 
whom he had been associated. 

F. C. Shoup, public relations man- 
ager for the Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone company and a former news- 
paperman, said he had known the de 
fendant for 10 years, and that Fox 
had enjoyed the reputation of being 
the best managing editor in Texas. 

He recalled that Fox became ill fol- 
lowing the death of Ed McDaniel, a 
newspaperman to whom he 
Was greatly attached, and following 
that illness he was nervous, broody 
rather distraucht.

Resolutions recommending that the city give 
careful and unbiased consideration to the petition of 
the Georgia Railway and Power Company, filed with 
the general council last Monday, asking approval of 
a number of proposed changes, were adopted by the 
South Boulevard Improvement Association last week 
at a meeting held at the home of the president, A. W. 


Warner, 672 South Boulevard. 


The petition of the Power Company asks the ap- 
proval of council and the public “‘to the extent neces- 
sary to put the company on a living basis” of certain 
definite changes under which the street railroad is 
operated as follows: Complete elimination of jitney 
busses from streets where street cars are operated; 
renewed and effective enforcement of regulation of 
street traffic; 10c cash fare on street cars, tickets to 
be sold at the present rate of 6 2-3 cents, car riders 
to pay no increase if they buy tickets; 2 cent charge 
for transfers; reasonable revision in the operating 
routes of the cars in the interest of more efficient 
operation and relief to the extent necessary from 
paving charges and gross receipt taxes. 


The petition has been referred to a special coun- 
cilmanic committee under Alderman J. R. Bachman, 
chairman, and public hearings on the petition will be 
held some time after the first of the year.

AT COOLIDGE NOTE 


Washington, December 14.—Sena- 
tor La Follette, of Wisconsin, leader 
of the progressives who are consist- 
ently blocking regular republicans in 
both house and senate, has broken 
his silence with a slashing attack on 
President Coolidge’s message to con- 
gress and a warning “that congress 
not adjourn without going on 


record on the great issues which con- 
front the people.” 

Speaking through his magazine, La 
Follette, in an editorial made public 
hero, takes issue with practically ey- 
ery recommendation made by the pres- 
ident, declaring that Coolidge’s first 
message to congress “is an able, con- 
cise and frank presentation of the 
standpat, reactionary theory of gov- 
ernment. wetter. 

“The president,” he says, “has elect- 
ed to cast his lot with the reaction- 
aries of his own party who have been 
repudiated by the country and to 
promote the welfare of those preda- 
tory special interests which have 
thrived for a generation upon favors 
and subsidies expected from the fed- 
eral government. 

“There is nothing in the 
that will offend the most sensitive 
of the big business interests,” La 
Foliette declared. ‘There is little in 
the message that will satisfy the mass 
of the American people. 

“The president places 
squarely on record in defense of the 
Esch-Cummins law—a law which has 
been repudiated by the people of ev- 
ery state in which it has been an is- 
sue, and which is responsible for pres- 
ent extortionate railroad rates, based 
upon inflated and fictitious valuation 
of railroad property. 

“The Mellon tax plan, whereby the 
great fortunes built up during the 
world war are to be relieved of-the 
righteous requirement of paying a

The question of heresy in the Meth-

Tis is contrary to announcements 
at the beginning of the meeting that 
these questions would probably be dis- 
cussed. It is pointed out that discus- 
sion of these subjects would’ be more 
or less futile, since the college of bish- 
ops has a wurely executive function 
and is not vested with legislative 
powers. 

According to the information made 
public on the meeting the report most 
interesting to the chureh generally 
was that of Dr. H. K. Carroll, Plains- 
field, Va., secretary of the Asbury 
Memorial association, in which he an- 
nounced to the bishops that the eques 
trian statue of Bishop Francis As- 
bury, who was the organizer of Amer- 
ican Methodism, will bé@ unveiled in 
Washington in June, provided the 
chucch will advance the remaining 
$9,000 needed for financing the 
statue. 

The site for the erection of the 
statue of Bishors Asbury was set aside 
in Washington by an act of congress. 

The college of bishops was asked 
by Dr. Carroll to recommend that the 
church advance the sum needed by 
the association.
